Prrtspure, Pa., Oct. 24—An announce- 
ment that will be made tomorrow morning by 
the directors of the Philadelphia Gas company 
will create a sensation in the iron and steel 
world here, such as has not been experienced 

since the discovery of natural gas. At a 

meeting of the officers of this company this 

afternoon it was decided that hereafter no 

‘puddling furnaces in the city or vicinity 

should receive natural gas as fuel. No date 

was mentioned, but it is said the order will 

take effect very soon, 8 

There are 1.000 puddling furnaces in this 
city, aud over one-half of them will be shut 
off as the result of the order. This will neces- 
sitate an enormous expense in the changing 
of the construction of the furnaces, so that 
coal can be used. In addition to this there 
will be a heavy added cost, owing to the 
higher price of coal, as most of the furnaces 
had contracts with the company for gas at 
prices marvelously low. In addition to this 
it is feared something in prestige will be lost 
by this sudden and awkward move, as Pitts- 
burg has long been known as the head and 
centerof the greatest natural gas belt in the 
world. The manufacturers prefer this as fuel 
above all others, owing to its intense heat. It 
is peculiarly adapted to the use of puddling 

furnaces, and this has given Pittsburg an im-

WILL COUNT THEM AGAIN, 


New York Proposes to Have Another Census 
Taken. 

New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—New York 
proposes to be well counted. Having proved 
to its own satisfaction that the Federal count 
is 200,000 short it proposes to make another 
try. President Wilson of the Board of Health 
today sent a letter to the Board of Estimates 
declaring that there is not a shadow of doubt 
of the inaccuracy of the Federal census. He 
asked for an appropriation of $5,000 for a 
count of the city in 1891 under the auspices of 
the Health Board, as the Federat count was 
valueless to his department. The appropria- 
tion was granted, and once again the citizens 
of New York will be enumerated.

The Philadelphia Gas company at present, 
furnishes natural gas to 750 different manu- 
facturing establishments, including furnaces, 
glass factories, etc.; also to 24,000 houses as 
per the Secretary’s report Jan. 1, 1889. This 
number has grown immeggely since that 
time, as the company ‘has been steadily ex- 
tending its lines, but even at those 
figures the daily consumption was 500,000,000 
cubic feet per day.. This is equal to 25,000 
tons of coal per day. The consumption now 
is far greater, as the company claims it has 
more gas than eve but that the demand from 
that valuable source of income, the private 
residences, is also far greater. 

The company at the meeting today also de- 
cided to go into the illuminating gas business. 
This will be done ona > never before at- 
tempted here, as the Philadelphia company 
has a dapital of $15,000,000 with George West-

TRIAL OF MORTELL AND McGRATH., 


Accused of the Murder of Officer Adam 
Freyer in August, 1889. 


The trial of Mortell and McGrath for the 
murder of Officer Adam Freyer on the morn- 
ing of August 9, 1889, is in progress in the 
Criminal Court before Judge Tuley. Officer 
Halloran testified that he heard two shots and 
saw two men running. He pursued them and 
fired his revolver, but did not catch them or 
recognize them. William Boyd, a watch- 
man, saw the shooting, and saw two men run 
away: He did not recognize them. 

Officers Conway and Fahey testified to hav- 
ing seen Mortell, McGrath, and another young 
man named Ryan seated on a hand-car on the 
Fort Wayne tracks near Twelfth streets on 
the morning of the murder between 6 and 7 
o’clock. They ran away when the officers 
pursued them. 

J. J. O'Donnell testified to having 
seen the prisoners with two other men drink- 
ing beer in an alley between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets the night of the mur- 
der. Lieut. Kelly swore that Mortell had told 
him after the arrest that the reason they had 
surrendered themselves was because they had 
read in a — in a barber shop that the offi- 
cers we unting for them. 

Carl Gerhardt, a watchman at the corner of 
Clinton and Harrison streets, testified that he 
was with Watchman Boyd when he saw the 
two flashes and heard the reports of the re- 
volver shots. He also saw two men run away 
into the darkness, but could not recognize 
them. He swore that the flashes appeared as 
though fired from two different weapons, as 
they were in close succession and about four 
feet apart. Freyer died in one minute after 
he ran to him in the street.

DID MATSON STRIKE M’GARIGLE? 


They Met, but Accounts of the Result 
Differ. 

Did Sheriff Matson so far lose control of 
his temper as to“ slug William J. McGarigle 
when they casually met in ex-Ald. Mahr’s sa- 
loon on North Clark street, opposite the 
* Relic House, Thursday night? That is the 
question that was the talk of the town yes- 
terday. — 

Ever since the ex-Warden of the County 
Hospital made his escape by the bath-tub 
routs from the custody of the Sheriff there 
has been a coolness between the two men. A 
hasty nod is as much as has passed between 
them whenever their paths crossed. Each 
seemed to have pressing business elsewhere. 

Thursday gy Sheriff Matson attended 

a meeting of the Twenty-first Ward Repub- 
lican Club at Mahr’s Hall. After Congress- 
man Adams had made a speech he and the 
Sheriff together with several deputies of the 
latter adjuurned to the saloon below. The 
Congressman and the Sheriff were pacing the 
floor engaged in an animated discussion of 
the probabilities of the campaign when 
McGarigle entered the place. McGarigle 
did not know that the Sheriff was there. e 
says so himself. 
accuse Mr. MeGarigle of going around look- 
ing for trouble. But it came. 
As to the succeeding events the accounts are 
as far apart as the views of Maj. McKinley 
and John G. Carlisle on the tariff question. The 
friends of the Sheriff and the Sheriff himself say 
that McGarigle advanced towards the Sheriff 
with a winning smile and said these words: 
How are you, Sheriff? Shake hands.“ 

Sheriff Matson, according to the same wit- 
nesses, declined the olive branch, a flush of 
anger mantled his cheek, his ponderous fist 
was clinched and upraised, while he paused 
long enough to speak as follows: 

ou miserable thief! How dare you 
offer your hand to me?“ 

Having propounded this conundrum the 
Sheriff set in motion the muscles of his pow- 
erful right shoulder and arm and his fist came 
in conract with Mr. McGarigle’s nose. The 
blow was twice repeated and Mr. McGarigle 
staggered and fell before Congressman 
Adams and the deputies could interfere. No 
one had ever seen the Sheriff so worked up. A 
dozen men interfered to pull him away, while 
McGarigle retreated behind the bar. The 
doughty Sheriff was then induced to go home. 

Whenever the subject was mentioned yester- 
day Sheriff Matson used unkind language. 

It was a piece of impudence to make 
a show of friendship towards me,“ he said. 
He violated his word of honor to me and 
placed me in a most unpleasant light, to say 
the least, before the public. Of course I 
would not notice the fellow. I struck him in 
the face and neck, and he bellowed like a baby 
as he ran behind the bar. I don’t think I 
drew blood.“ 

McGarigle spent the day and evening deny- 
ing that he had been slugged.“ h 
wasn’t a blow struck, he declared. 
in not knowing that there 
Republican meeting or 
there.

MORE POLICE STUPIDITY. 


Something Mysterious About the Death of 
John Furlong. 

The death of John Furlong at the County 
Hospital last Wednesday morning was said by 
a Coroner’s jury to have been accidental. 
There was more or less secrecy about the way 
Furlong got out to the hospital. The police 
did not know of the case until the death of the 
man was announced from the hospital, al- 
though Furlong was said to have had a fight 
with some other ‘sailors in Waterholder’s sa- 
loon, Franklin and South Water streets. 

After Furlong was injured he was taken in 
a carri to the hospital. At the inquest it 
was said by those present that he came to his 
death by falling against the doorsill while in- 
toxicated. In à report of the occurrence and 
among the names mentioned of those who 
were in the saloon at the time was that of 
John Gerts. Mr. Gerts explains the affair this 


way: 

II want to clear myself of any blame, and 
I am prepared to tell what I saw that night. 
I had just come up from the Rising Star and 
entered the saloon of Waterholder. A crowd 
of men were drinking and I had two glasses of 
beer. Furlong was drunk, and Waterholder, 
the proprietor of the pluce, tried to put him 
out of the saloon. n the § strug- 
gle Furlong fell against the door- 
sill. Waterholder seemed frightened when 
the man did not move. I went up to where 
Furlong lay and thought he was dead. A car- 
riage was called and Furlong was taken to the 
County Hospital. He died a short time after- 
ward. I was not at the inquest to testify, but 
I told a policeman what I knew about it and 
he refused to listen to me. I live at No. 2871 
Farrell street, in Bridgeport, if the Coroner’s 
jury ever wants me again.“

IS HE WOLCOTT’S 
LEON, ALIAS ‘BENJAMIN BUTLER, 
CHARGED WITH THE CRIME. 


He Was Identified Last Night by Two 
Women, Who Saw Him Lead Old Man 
Woleott Under the Tweifth Street Via- 
duct—The Prisoner a Beardless Youth— 
Robert O’Brien Shot by a Barkeeper— 
Chicago Thugs Probably Committed the 
Desplaines Murder, 


There was an important arrest in the Wol- 
cott murder case last night. Leon, alias Ben- 
jamin Butler, a handsome and beardless youth, 
was locked up after being positively identified 
by the Somers and Sawyer women as the 
young man who led Wolcott under the Twelfth 
street viaduct, Another link in the case was 


bly reach the — today, wi 
how much he , whether he carried a watch, 
and whether he had any papers with him. 

Young Butler fits the description given by 
the women accurately, both as to features and 
dress. Detective Buckley of the Harrison 
Street Station suspected him, and last evening 
took the women to No. 180 rth avenue, 
where Butler was eating supper. Detective 
Heilman stood with the women a little dis- 
tance from the house and Buckley invited 
Butler and a numberof young men out. Six 
or seven came out under the gaslight, Buck- 
ley stan with his back towards the women. 
They identified him by his carriage and gen- 
eral appearance and when they caught a 

limpse of his face they were positive. But- 
ler, when be saw the women, turned away and 
attempted to hide his face. 

He was arrested on a pretended charge of 
robbery and taken to the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion. the way he told the officers that he 
couldn’t remember where he was Tuesday 
night, that was on Third ave 
nue, at No. 181, duri the week, but 
couldn’t remember what night.

He is quite cer- 
tain about this, having also played pool at the 
same place Monday and Wednesday nights. 
Asked as to whether he was on Third avenue 
he said he hadn’t been there for a month. He 
concluded by saying: Now, I wouldn’t 
‘turn any trick’ just now when the World’s 
Fair is coming. The ‘ graft’ will be too good 

then.“ This, translated, means that he 

wouldn’t rob anybody just now, since the Fair 
is coming and the opportunities will be in- 
creased. | 

The people who live at No. 181 Third ave- 
nue, which is a few doors north of the hotel at 
which Wolcott stopped, say that Butler was 
there Tuesday night and that he left shortly 
after 8 o’clock. Wolcott was at the depot at 
8:10, and must have passed No. 181 Third ave- 
nue a few minutes later on his way to find the 
hotel. Butler is a bartender by profession, 
but has done no work for sometime. He is 
handsome, well dressed, looks to be about 20 
years old, and is keeping bad company. 

Detectives are at work on the case, and 
Chief Marsh has given it his personal atten- 
tion. The Golden Star Hotel runner and an- 
other sus were shown to the two colored 
women who saw Wolcott last and they were 
not identified. The police think Butler is an 
important personage in the case. 

A. N. Lincoln, a druggist at No. 326 Ogden 
avenue, used to live in Menasha, Wis., and 
knew Wolcott thirty years. 

“Wolcott was one of the earliest settlers in 
Menasha,” said Mr. Lincoln yesterday. He 
went there with his wife in 1854. In 1855 he 
founded the Methodist church there, contrib- 
uting largely to its erection. Six or seven 
years ago he celebrated his golden wedding 
and received numerous 2 being popu- 
lar and well known. He wags a veterinary 
surgeon, but took life easy. Two or three 
months after celebrating the golden wedding 
his wife died. He sold his property, realizing 
about $2,000, and moved East, near Utica, 
where he had relatives. I heard later that he 
met an old 
an old maid 
unmarried for fifty . years, and 
he made her his wife. She had a fine farm 
and was worth considerable money. She died 
a year ago, and I presume left him all her 
property. After her death Mrs. Henry Stan- 

en, sister of Wolcott’s first wife, invited Wol- 
cott to come to Menasha to live. I presume 
he was on his way there when murdered. He 
was not a poor man and must have had con- 
siderable money with him. He was older 
than the papers stated. He must have been 
82 or 83 years old, though he didn’t look 
it 


Frank Scales, bartender in Donovan's 
saloon. says he does not remember whether or 
not Butler was in his saloon Tuesday night, as 
he is in the habit of comi there nearly 
every night. But he never played pool, he 
says, for more than half an hour with Butler 
at any one time. 


IT WAS HIS LAST SPREE.

Robert O’Brien Killed in a Wabash Ave- 
nue Saloon, 

Robert O’Brien, asporting man. who came 
to Chicago from Peoria last November, was 
shot and instantly killed about 10:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning in the saloon of E. K. 
Hand, No. 1607 Wabash avenue. 

O’Brien won some money at the West Side 
races Thursday and on coming home in the 
evening he gave most of it to his wife and 
started out to see the town” with the re- 
mainder. He left home about 8 o’clock in 
the evening and his wife never saw him again 
until he was brought home acorpse. About 8 
o’clock yesterday morning he rode in a cab to 
the saloon of R. i. Gardner, No. 1600 Wabash 
avenue. He was drunk and had a quarrel 
with the cabman in front of the door, ter- 
ing the saloon he bought a drink of whisky 
from the bartender, Thomas McCaffery, who 
was just about to go off duty. He afterwards 


called for another drink, but the proprietor 
fused to sell it to him and he took 


aah tks two men went across the street into 


Hand’s saloon and had a drink together. Mc- 
Caffery then begged to be excused and said 
he was going home. Whereupon O’Brien 
became abusive and struck at McCaffery, at 
the same time calling him vile names. A 
struggle ensued and both men fell to the 
floor just inside the front door of the saloon. 
The bartender separated them, but they had 
hardly got to their feet before they clinched 
and again fell to the floor. 
O’Brien then jumped up and ran into the 
kitchen back of the barroom, followed by 
McCaffery, who stopped at the kitchen dbor 
and drew a revolver from his pocket, firing 
two shots in quick succession. One of the 
shots entered O’Brien’s. forehead just below 
the line of his hair and he fell forward full 
length. He died instantly. When he was 
icked up the butcher-knife belo to the 
Litchen was found on the floor beneath him, 
as if it had fallen from his hand. The noise 
of the shooting attracted the attention of the 
bartender, who ran at once into the kitchen. 
He was met at the door by McCaffery, who

| QUIT THE DEFENSIVE AND TAKE THE 


It is high time for the Western Republican 
Congressmen who are stumping their districts 
to change their tactics somewhat. They have 
been busied about all the time since their re- 
turn from Washington in defending or apolo- 
gizing for the least defensible and weakest 
portions of the McKinley bill. They have 
devoted themselves too much to the increased 
duties of the wool and woolens and linen 
schedules, passing by the strong points of the 
bill. 

If it is necessary for them to say anything 
about these objectionable features of the new 
law, let them be brief about it. It will be 
enough to say that in a work of such magni- 
tude mistakes were made, but they can 
be corrected; that the same Congress which 
committed the errors can remedy thei, and 
that at the coming session those flaws in the 
bill which are objectionable can be eliminat- 
ed. It would be well also for these Congress- 
men to pledge themselves to give their per- 
sonal attention to the subject. That would 
bring about at once a better state of feeling 
between them and some of their constituents. 

Then let them take the offensive. They 
should point out the fact to their hearers that 
the avowed Democratic policy 1s to repeal all 
protective duties and throw open American, 
ports to the cheap-labor competitive goods of 
Europe. But the time they select for doing 
this and for increasing purchases of foreign fab- 
rics is one when the capacity of this country 
to pay for European goods with its agricult- 
ural products is diminishing steadily, so that 
the mass of these goods will have to be paid 
for in gold. 

The farmers should be told something which 
the Democrats are keeping from them—that 
Russian and Indian competition is closing 
the European markets to their breadstuffs and 
that the time is coming fast when they must 
dispose of their surpluses elsewhere or have 
them idle on their hands. The Democrats 
hide these facts from the farmers. They tell 
them that with free trade they will sell more 
breadstuffs in Europe. Not unless they sell 
much more cheaply than they have been do- 
ing. But the prices they have been getting of 
late years do not pay them any profit. Where 
will the profit be if they sell for less and less 
in order to compete with Russian and Indian 
cheap labor for the supply of the British mar- 
kets? , 7 

Then the Republican Congressmen should 
follow this up by explaining to the farmers that 
the Aldrich amendment in the bill takes the 
first step in carrying out Biaine’s great scheme 
of furnishing markets in the Pan-American 
Republics which will take their surpluses. 
It is proposed to open to them the great trop- 
ical markets of this hemisphere, the markets 
of countries where wheat is not grown and 
there can be no domestic competition with 
them. If our farmers rely on Europe for a 
market they lean on a broken reed. Europe 
is the great wheat-producing section of the 
world. It grows three times more than the 
United States and takes from this country 
merely the little extra supply it needs. Good 
harvests in Europe lessen the demand for the 
American surpluses. With the building of a 
few more railroads in Russia and a further 


adoption of our binders and thrashers it will 


supply all the wheat deficits in Europe. 

But in the tropical American countries the 
demand for our surpluses will be a constant 
and calculable one, increasing all the time and 
keeping pace with the increasing population. 
Notmng can take this new market from the 
American farmér. It will always be his for 
his surplus food stuffs. That is the market 
the Republicans propose to give him to re- 
place the uncertain, fluctuating, diminishing 
one of the Old World. 

These are the points to drive home to the 
agriculturists. The Democratic free-trade pol- 
icy will make them even more dependent than 
they are now on the European market, which 
is failing them steadily, while the new tariff 
bill, when improved next winter, will get for 
them markets which will be increasing in 
value all the time and of which they can never 
be robbed. In hoc signo vinces.” If next 
week’s battle is fought out on this ground it 
can be won.

LABOR STRUGGLE IN ENGLAND. 

Prospects for the iron business in the 
black country in Scotland seem to be dark. 
The London Economist of Sept. 27 reported 
the trade in the country north of the Tweed 
to be on the eve of a momentous crisis.”’ 
Many of the furnaces had shut down already, 
and it was expected that by the close of the 
first week in October not more than half a 
dozen would be in operation in pig-iron, 
either ordinary, hematite, or basic, against 
more than eighty that were in full blast a few 
weeks previously. Late advices say this ex- 
pectation has been verified, the event being 
fully as bad as was feared. Hence the facts 
given as reasons for the depression are of 
sufficient importance to be restated on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

The nominal reason for the shutting down 
is stated to be the demand by the work- 
ers for the payment of time and ahalf for 
Sunday labor, but it is evident to all who are 
behind the scenes that the trouble is far more 
deep than that. 
ironmasters are preparing through the fur- 
nacemen to fight all classes of their workers, 
and more especially the coal-miners, whose 
conduct recently they declared had been 
“simply intolerable.“ Operations have not 
seldom been brought to a standstill by “off 
and idle days.“ much increasing the cost of 
working and reducing profits on the best class 
of contracts to a minimum. This conduct 
was sure to bring about a struggle sooner 
or later, and it is simply precipitated 
by the action of -the blast-furnace 
men. The next step is expected 
to be a closing down of the steel works. The 
general paralysis of trade thus produced will 
probably be followed by a demand to restrict 
the output of the coal mines in order to pre- 
vent a depression of prices which would 
naturally result from a big decrease in con- 
sumption. “he cause of all this prospective 
trouble is that capital is sore at heart at the 
manner in which the workingmen in general 
are behaving, and a strong and combined ef- 
fort to cure the evil, in the west of Scotland at 
least, has been calmly and resolutely deter- 
mined upon. However the issue goes the pen-

STUPID AND DISREPUTABLE JOURNALISM. 
There was printed conspicuously on the 
firat page of yesterday’s News an article com- 


mencing as follows: 

The closing hours of Congress witnessed the 
triumph of a monstrous job. 

It originated in the determination of the Ohio 
capitalists not to be outdone by the Pennsylva- 
nians in the matter of public plundering. It made 
its first appearance in the secret session of Mc- 
Kinley’s House committee in March; gained Me- 
Kinley himself for foster-parent ; greatly reduced 
one tariff provision and repealed another; dis- 
graced forever the Republican Chairman of the 
Senate Naval Committee and the Republican 
Chairman of the Naval Committee in the House; 
eluded the Treasary watchdogs in both parties; 
besmirched the two Senators from Ohio; silenced 
in one night a prominent Democratic Sen- 
ator who discovered it; it was the 
main factor in the election of the distin- 
guished World’s Fair Directory Secretary and 
scandalized him; forced thé reciprocity patriots 
into a rascally compromise; to some mysterious 
extent involved the Secretary of State, through 
the operations of a go-between; led to the unex- 
plained appropriation of $1,000,000 in the closing 
hours of the session; made a fence of the Navy 
Department, and enriched one of the most invet- 


erate monopolies of the country—how much no 


one can precisely tell. 

The force behind this great grab was the Stand- 
ard Oil company; the arch-manipulator the Hon. 
William Ritchie, the World's Fair Commissioner 
from Ohio. 

The manifestly choice morsels of Republican in- 
tegrity swallowed by the conspiracy were Senator 
Hale of Maine in the Upper House and Congress- 
man Boutelle of Mainé in the Lower. The Dem- 
cratic Senator who saw it, only to sink into its 
coils as if charmed, was Gorman, ex-Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. 

The alleged job is embraced in the fol- 
lgwing resolution passed at the last session: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy hereby 
is authorized to purchase at his discretion nickel 
ore or nickel matte to be used in the manufacture 
of nickel-steel armor plating for vessels already 
authorized or to be authorized to be constructed 
and of armor-piercing projectiles, and for other 
naval purposes. 

Sec, 2. That the sum of $1,000,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriat- 
ed for this purpose out of any money in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

This is the sole basis for the colossal super- 
structure of fraud built up by a disreputa- 
ble journal, 

These are in brief the facts concerning this 
resolution. Since the United States began the 
building of steel cruisers especial attention has 
been paid by the Navy Department to the sub- 
ject of armor plating, and it has watched 
closely through its agents the experiments 
conducted by European nations. It learned 
early in the year that the French Government 
had been making some tests of plates which 
were 95 per cent steel and 5 per cent nickel, 
and that the results had been surprising. It 
was learned that while the alloy did not lessen 
the hardness of the steel, it had given it re- 
markable toughness. Where a projectile 


shivered a steel plate like glass it made no 


cracks on the nickel-steel one. 

Recognizing the enormous importance of 
these statements, if true, this Government 
bought some of the plates which had been al- 
loyed with nickel, and shortly before the 
close of the session had them tested at the 
Annapolis Navy-Yard. The results obtained 
there were as remarkable as those in France. 
It was apparent that there was to be a revolu- 
tion in the matter of steel armor, and it was 
most important that the United States, just 
about to spend fifteen millions more in 
armored vessels, should be in a position 
where it could avail itself of this new dis- 
covery. 

It became necessary that the country should 
be sure of asupply of nickel. That which the 
French use comes from New Caledonia. That 
which has been used in this country comes 
from mines in the East, which are now 
nearly exhausted. The best-known vein 
in the world is in Sudbury, Can- 
ada. Fortunately, that has recently passed 
into the ownership of Americans. Had not 
that been the case England would control that 
mine and use its product and the United 
States would have no nickel from there. It is 
true that there are some deposits in this coun- 
try which have not been worked yet, but itis 
not known how valuable they are. The Can- 
ada mine being in American hands and the 
nickel needed for Government purposes the 
duty was taken off and the metal placed on 
the free list. 

When the above resolution came up in the 
House there were a few members who wanted 
more information than they possessed as the 
reasons for adopting it, but they made no ob- 
jection to its consideration. In the Senate ob- 
jection was made by Senator Gorman of 


Maryland, the Democratic leader, and it was 


laid over for a day. When it came up the 
next day he expressed himself as satisfied with 
the explanations he had heard, and it passed. 
The News intimates that he had been “‘ manip- 
ulated ’’—bought, in fact. All that was done 
was to give him and one or two other leading 
Senators privately some information which it 
was not deemed desirable to make public to 
European Governments at that time. 

The probabilities are that they were told 
what “the other naval purposes mentioned 
in the resolution are. If the alloying of steel 
with a little nickel will make a tougher armor 
plate it will make alsoa tougher, stronger 
gun metal, out of which a great cannon can be 
built which will stand more discharges than 
those made of the best steel. If this be so 
there will be a revolution in cannon as well as 
in ship armor. There will be one in steam 
machinery also, for the steel for shafts and 
propeller blades will be alloyed with nickel, 
and thus rendered less liable to break. These 
things being true, the more necessary for the 
Government to make sure that it would have 
all the nickel it needed, and the more appar- 
ent it is that the step it took was the wisest it 
has taken for:many years. It acted witha 
decision and promptness deserving of praise 
instead of abuse and -misrepresentation. 

Out of this the News spins a story of fraud, 
corruption, and boddle in high places. It 
alleges that leading Senators and Representa- 
tives have been corrupted. It says that for the 
sake of the profit to be made on the purchase 
of a million dollars’ worth of nickel, which 
could not exceed oné or two hundred thousand 
dollars, men like Sherman, Payne, Hale, 
Tracy, and Gorman, who are millionaires, 
would lend themselves to a small, dirty, dis- 
honest swindle on the Government. From

THE COMING FORCE. 

The substitution of electricity for steam and 
other forms of motive force is attracting little 
attention except from the comparatively small 
number of close observers. The change is 
being effected silently and, some may think, 
slowly, but the march is a resistless one, the 
results attained thus far being so satisfactory 
as to encourage efforts for a much wider sub- 
stitution. It is found to be especially ad- 
vantageous where it is desired to transmit 
moving force from a central point to many 
different places, either in succession or simul- 
taneously, as it already permits a vast saving 
in the percentage of power lost in transmis- 
sion, and it is this feature that promises to be 
the most important one of the future, causing 
electricity to be recognized as the most 
economic form of force. 

The great loss inseparable from the trans- 
mission of power through great distances has 
hitherto caused the mill or the manufactory to 
be located as near as possible to the water- 
fall, the windmill, or the steam engine, and 
that much restricted the area within which 
human exertion was profitable. Within the 
last few years, however, it has been necessary 
to study out means for extension, and we 
now have in some places steam carrieda mile 
or more from the generating boiler for the 
heating of dwellings and supplying of power 
tosmall engines. The conveying pipes are 
packed with felt and in other ways made as 
nearly non-conducting as is possible, but still 
it is found that a large part of the force van- 
ishes between the boiler and the user. In 
Paris there are several stations from 
which is transmitted compressed air for 
power, and this agent is much used else- 
where for drilling rocks, tunneling through 
mountains, and mining coal—in the latter case 
the air forced into the mine effecting the ven- 
tilation which is necessary to the health of the 
workmen. In recent years the distribution of 
gas through pipes has been availed.of for the 
running of gas engines at the place where the 
power is wanted. Already the first and last 
of these methods are giving way to electricity, 
and the other seems doomed to be much re- 
stricted in its employment by the same 
agency. It is found that the electric force 
can be generated very cheaply in large quan- 
tities, an enormous gain having been made in 
that respect within the last year or two. Then 
it can be passed long distances over 
a copper wire, with little loss by conduc- 
tion when properly ' insulated, can be 
turned on or off readily, easily adjusted to all 
requirements, with no danger from bursting 
pipes, no trouble with coal or ashes or smoke, 
and permits the saving of a great deal of room 
for other uses. And the use of water for 
power is open to almost as many objections 
as steam, including the important one of lia- 
With electricity 
we shall escape all these troubles. It presents 
only one danger now, that arising from the 
current being too sttong for ¢he conductor. 
This will be easily obviated with an increased 
demand for the service. Copper is cheap, 
larger wires can be used, and insulation may 
be made so perfect as to save in force as well 
as give immunity from the dangers now inci- 
dent to careless handling. 

Great improvements have also been made 
in augmenting the capacity of the storage bat- 
teries, in which large quantities of the force 
are accumulated for use when wanted. 
The use of these obviates annoyance in case 
of asudden derangément of the direct wire 
service, and they much increase the efficiency 
of the dynamo by permitting it to work dur- 
ing the hours when it would otherwise have to 
be idle. But they have recently been utilized 
in another way which promises to revolution- 
ize the business of street-car transport ation. 
Boston has placed them on her street railways, 
gaining two or three times as much power by 
their aid as was possible a year or two ago, 
and demonstrating that electricity as a mo- 
tive power is already possible in a commercial 
sense, while a great advantage is gained 
by dispensing with the trollingsystem of wires 
overhead that formed so much of an objection 
in some other cities. The motive pdwer is 
now in the car and its additional weight does 
not much increase the load to be transported. 
And this fact gives promise of still another in- 
novation, perhaps more startling if not more 
useful than the street propulsion of ve- 
hicles by the new power. Probably it will 
soon enable man to navigate the air. Edison 
has turned his attention to the invention of a 
practical Balloon. He remarked long ago 
that when the storage battery was sufficiently 
developed so that the weight of the steam en- 
gine and accompanying fuel and water could 
be dispensed with for motive power, and 
when we could find some metal much lighter 
than iron but equally strong, the prob- 


lem could be solved. The required conditions 


are now supplied, the storage battery can fur- 
nish all the power wanted, at least between 
stations not too far asunder, and aluminium 
can be used for the construction of a shell of 
the desired strength, but of vastly less weight 
than was possible before that metal was pro- 
duced cheaply. Recognizing the tact that the 
stated difficulties have been cleared out of the 
way the Sage of Menlo Park has now turned 
his attention to the subject. He regards the 
problem of aerial navigation as potentially if 
not actually solved, and what he claims to. be 
possible will find few bold enough to dispute it. 
Still another difficulty has to be overcome 
before the mastery of the human intellect 
over the electric force can be said to be com- 
plete, It is the obtaining of it directly from 
the fuel instead of in the present roundabout 
way of making the fuel produce steam, which 
in turn drives a dynamo. But theoretical 
science points to this asa step not far ahead 
of the present stage of inventive progress. By 
the time that is accomplished further improve- 
ments in the construction of the dynamo, or 
perhaps, a recurrénce to the thermopile as the 
best form for developing the power, and not 
impossibly new methods of conduction, 
will have improved the system so far 
as to leave the employnient of other 
forms of motive force hopelessly in 
the background. Then the force that 
drives the machinery, lights up the buildings 
and streets, and perhaps warms the household,

smoke, no ashes, no inattentive firemen or 
engigeers, fire risks will be reduced to a tenth 
of their present value.

All this 
and much more may legitimately be expected 
to come along for the benefit of humanity 
within the lifetime of the next generation. and 
perhaps much of it will be realized before the 
close of the present century, though in a few 
weeks more we shall have entered on its last 
decade. The economic changes of the next 
fifty years bid fair to be greater than any 
dreamed of by Bellamy or his school, and 


brought about not by the preaching of social- 


istic doctrine, but by the world availing itself 
of the applications of electricity, the coming 
force. Re 


SHALL THE LAKE-FRONT FAIR BUILDINGS 
BE TEMPORARY? 

The following is announced as the subject 
for discussion at the meeting of the Com- 
mercial Club this evening: 

Has not Chicago reached that period when 
special attention should be given to the founding 
of art galleries and museums? Will the World's 
Columbian Exposition be of any benefit to this 
city in that direction? 

If the first question were put in the singular, 
making it read art gallery and museum, 


the second would admit of a more direct. 


answer, and the change is ajl the more desir- 
able, as the site plans for the Fair have been 
modified materially since the topic was for- 
mul for consideration by the club. 

e Directors’ Committee of Ways and 
Means held a meeting last Tuesday afternoon 
and adopted a resolution to fill forty acres and 
pile thirty-eight—the piles to be puiled out 
after the Fair is ended—east of the tracks of 
the Illinois Central, the new-made ground to 
extend eastward a distance of 600 feet. This, 
it is gaid, was claimed to be done in deference 
to the expressed wish of residents of the West 
and North Divisions of the city who want a 
considerable part of the display to be placed 
on the Lake-Front. This, however, is a mis- 
understanding of the facts in the case, and is 


“so regarded by several members of the board. 


The demand by the residents of those sections 
was that a portion of the exhibits should 
be put on the Lake-Front, but they 
have not demanded that any of the lake 


‘should be filled if room enough for the build- 


ings could be found on the city’s made 
ground west of the Illinois Central tracks. 
They will be especially disinclined to have 
$1,000,000 or more money frittered away in 
sand filling, piling, and the construction of 
four or five viaducts at a cost of $100,000 each 
when they are informed that most of it would 
be useless after the close of the Exhibition, as 
the directors will be compelled to remove the 
piling and leave nothing but the sand, as the 
buildings temporarily erected on it must be 
torn down and removed. 

There is plenty of room west of the tracks 
for all desirable purposes, even including an 
electrical display, if that should be deemed de- 
sirable, though the Fine Art department is the 
only one to which the directory stands pledged 
before the people to put on the Lake-Front. A 
glance at the Paris Exposition of last year 
will make this evident. Its vast art build- 


ing was (and is, as it remains standing) 275 


feet wide, 700 feet long, and proportionately 
high. The directors had not only all France 
to draw pictyres from, but the whole of 
Europe, except Germany, which practically 
ignored the invitation to send objects, though 
it furnished many visitors, Not only was the 
structure found ample for the purpose, but 
it actually contained more room than 
was needed for the display of high 
art, and the upper stories would have 
been partly unoceupied but for the 
admission of some second-class pictures, in- 
cluding not a few cheap water-colors. When 
it is considered that the Paris building was 
awkwardly placed. for convenience, entrance 
being effected from one end, it should be evi- 
dent that a considerably less amount of room 
in a structure more commodiously situated 
would be sufficient for the display here, as the 
Fine Arts form the one department in which, 
if in any, we must expect to fall behind the 
French display. 

Our Lake-Front west of the tracks of 
the Illinois Central has a width of 310 
feet, with a length of more than a mile, 
extending from Randolph street to Park row, 
and conveyed to the city in 1869 by as clear a 
title as could be given by a State which owned 
the fee in the land. Here could be placed a 
building some 700 feet long and, say, 220 fect 
deep, leaving a clear space of 90 
feet to the western line, or 180 feet 
between the structure and the residences on 
the west side of Michigan avenue, With free 
access from a street at each end the site would 
be ample and vastly more desirable than any 
that could be formed on the other side of the 
Central’s tracks with the accompanyingtravel 
up and down approaches to long viaducts. 
An artistic and durable building could be 
erected there at a less expense than that in- 
curred by the piling and filling and viaducts. 
The structure could be left standing after the 
Fair had closed. One-half of it might be 
made a museum of art and the other devoted 
to a public library. This would more than 
answer in a satisfactory affirmative the ques- 
tion to be considered by the Commercial Club 
tonight and show that we are wise enough to 
follow the example of France in this 
particular. That country always retains 
the finest exposition structures. The main 
buildings erectéd for the Paris Exhibition of 
twenty-three years ago and those of 1877 and 


1889 are left standing on public ground for 


the benefit of the citizens. Unless Chicago 
acts similarly the close of the Exhibition will 
leave us with no art building and no public 
library building. Is it wise to make a mere 
Barnum’s show of the Exposition, everything 
to be taken down and removed after the 
Fair is over? 

A consideration of these facts might form 
a useful part of the club’sdiscussion this even- 
ing. It is not too late to correct the action of 
the committee, and false notions of delicacy 
should not be allowed to stand in the way of 
it. Doubtless the gentlemen who have com- 
mitted themselves to such an untenable posi- 
tion would recognize the fact that they have 
been mistaken, and if not they ought to be 
convinced that regard for their feelings is in- 
sufficient reason for permitting the perpetra- 
tion of so grave a blunder as putting an im- 
portant part of the National exhibit away out 
in the lake under temporary structures to be 
torn down and removed after the Fair is 
closed,

The Tammany Machine. 

The Tammany machine comprises the body of 
men which rules the oity as absolutely as the 
King of Siam rules his kingdom. Popular gov- 
ernment in any just sense has for the present 
ceased in this city. The Tammany General Com- 
mittee is composed of 4,562 paying members, ahd 
they pay annually $10 each into the treasury. But 
of this number only 2,567 are allowed to vote at 
the meetings. The total number of rumsellers 
is 681; of persons not in the city directory 
and of no occupation, 1,606—in all 2,28. 
That is, more than onehalf are either 
rumsellers or persons without visible means 
of support or known residence, while of the rum- 
sellers nearly six-sevenths are criminal or habitu- 
al violators of the law. The salaries paid from 
the City Treasury are distribnted through a large 
system of retainers known as beelers or bum- 
mers.” These are “the people who really gov- 
ern the City of New York, who virtually appoint 
the city officers, and who are sustained and in- 
trusted with the City Government by every citi- 
zen who votes the Tammany ticket.

ANOTHER BRUTAL AND MYSTERIOUS 
' MURDER IN LONDON. 


The Victim an Abandoned Woman—Dillon

Lowpon, Oct. 24.—The Jack the Ripper“ 
scare has again caused a sensation among the 
police and the residents of the South Hamp- 
stead locality. Tonight in a secluded part of 
that neighborhood passers-by were shocked 
by findmg in an _ obscure alley the 
dead body of a woman whose head 
had been nearly severed, while 
her bedy showed evidences of kicks and 
bruises in themselves sufficient to cause death. 
While .up to the present time no knowledge 
has been obtained as to who the victim was it 
seems evident that she was a woman of low 


repute, and this was sufficient to start the cry 
that Jack — Ripper 1 ae been at — 
again. The ice actively began operations 
in a search for the murderer, but thus far no 
arrests have been made.

THE SONCEANT ‘BILL PASSED BY THE 
OHIO LEGISLATURE. . 


The Cincinnati Gang and Its Followers Fu- 
‘Yieus Over Gov. Campbell’s Victory— 
eThe speaker at the House Refuses to 
Sign the Bill—Gov. Hill at Wheeling— 
What Pettigrew Knows About Senato-

Cotumaus,.O., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Soncrant bill is a law, the special session 18 a 
thing of the past, and the Democratic party 
and Gov. Campbell are in each other’s hair. 
The Republicans in the House and the hand- 
ful of friends of the Governor on the Demo- 
cratic side were able to pass the compromise 
bill, but not until a dozen Democrats had paid 
their compliments to. the Governor in a way 
that must have been mortifying in the ex- 
treme to him. Speaker Hysell denounced the 
Governor as a Benedict Arnold who had sold 
out to the Republicans, while such Democrats 
as Messrs. McDermott, Bense, Nolan, Bel- 
ville, Counts, Schuler, and others savagely at- 
tacked what they termed the cowardly surren- 
der of Campbell in no uncertain terms. 

So incensed was Speaker Hysell at the pas- 
sage of the bill that he refused to sign it, and 
called Speaker pro tem. Robinson to the chair 
for that purpose. The Republicans thorough- 
ly enjoyed the scene, taunting the Democrats 
for their professed love for home rule. 

The Soncrant bill was called up as soon as 
the House met and the body went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Then the flood of ora- 
tory began and raged for three hours, each 
member giving his reasons for voting for or 
against the bill. Mr. Mallon offered an 
amendment providing that the members of 
the Board of City Affairs should receive no 
compensation and dividing the City of Cin- 
cinnati into five districts, each of which was 
to be in charge of an assistant engineer, the 
five assistants to be responsible to a chief en- 
gineer. On this he made a speech of some 
length, the House refusing to take a recess in 
order to think over the amendment, 

At the close of these remarks Mr. McMaken, 
Democrat, demanded the previous question, 
Before the question was put Messrs. Belville, 
Geyer, Nolan, and Critchfield explained their 
votes. Mr. Nolan had another amendment to 
offer providing that no member of the board 
should be allowed to vote on any matter in 
which he was interested. Mr. Nolan de- 
nounced the Mallon amendment as the 
measure of the capitalists. He said that com- 
pensation is the law of the universe, and that 
no poor man could serve on the board under 
this rule. The demand for the previous ques- 
tion was sustained by a viva voce vote, and 
the Mallon amendment was lost by a vote of 
32 yeas, 69nays. The bill was then put on its 
passage and passed by a vote of 71 to 33, 
affirmative votes being cast by twenty-one 
Democrats. 

The announcement of the result was wildly 
cheered by the Republicans, while the Demo- 
crats glared ferociously at each other. Both 
House and Senate then adjourned sine die.

The Democratic n may justly be 11 
the friend of la ts whole record has 
characterized by solicitude for the interests ‘of 
those who earn their daily bread by the sweat of 
their brows. Atleast one-half of its ranks are re- 
cruited from the laboring classes, and, therefore, 
an enlightened self-interest, if no other motive 
has been an incentive to favor measures 2 
to the workingmen. This attitude is not indicative 
of a hostile disposition towards the manufactur- 
ing interests of the country. We believe in the 
encouragement of domestic industries in every 
legitimate manner; not by the imposition of un- 
necessary and unreasonable taxes upon other in- 
dustries for their. exclusive nefit, but 
recognizing the fact that the best or 
easiest methods to raise revenues needed for the 
support of the Government is by tariff duties 
upon imports. Weare desirous that in the ad- 
justment of the details of such duties due regard 
should be had tothe claims of home industries 
by impesing sufficient rates to compensate labor 
and afford manufacturers fair profit without 
creating monopolies. We have not advocated 
and do not advocate free trade, but insist that 
the interests of the great body of people must be 
cunsulted. in framing just and reasonable tariff 
measures, All interests have rights which 
are entitled to be rotected from  gov- 
ernmental favoritism. e make no war upon 
manufacturing interests on one hand, nor do we 
unwisely or offensively champion the causes of 
their employés on the other. Our opponents as- 
sert we antagonize the true interests of manufact- 
urers in our anxiety to relieve the burdens of the 
laboring penple. I deny the statement. We 
would not detract a single iota from the credit 
due the manufacturers of the country to which 
they are fairly entitled for their energy, persever- 
ance, and enterprise in building up our country. 
We concede they may be protected from unjust or 
unfair foreign competition whenever it can rea- 
sonably be done under our tariff system without 
an abuse of the power of taxation.
